The other day (4/19) | was attending a planning seminar for a upcoming SEMA drill concerning 
a long term power outage due to an ice storm. The proposed outage is 7 to 10 days, speaking from 
experience, which is quite realistic for a winter ice storm. This got me to thinking that if this were to 
happen, would | be prepared and be able to operate my station, if needed, to assist emergency 
management officials. 

| have a “go-kit” with a spare Icom 706 MKIl, power supply, tuner, coax and antennas. | also 
have a signalink and laptop for digital and winlink, along with extra power cables for my radio, one of 
which would allow me to run my radio off a car battery. My HT’s have regular battery packs and also 
“AA” battery packs along with enough “AA” batteries for a single operation, More batteries will be 
forthcoming. 

Something else that got me thinking about these preparations is the upcoming solar eclipse in 
August. The path for the eclipse will take it over Missouri, starting from the Northwest corner of the 
state, directly over Columbia and down to the Southeastern part of the state. While this will be a 
great event to view, there are concerns. SEMA Region H has been meeting to address problems of 
people going to the Northwest to view the eclipse and the logistical problems large numbers of people 
coming into an area will create. They are also looking at the possibility of an Electromagnetic Pulse 
(EMP) incident. This would take out any unprotected electrical equipment, such as basically 
everything we use in our everyday lives. There would be no power, no cell phones, any vehicle made 
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after 1978 would be dead, as well as any Amateur Radio equipment not sufficiently protected, or the 
older tube sets. Protection from EMP involves placing your equipment inside a Farady cage, which 
can be made from simple things such as a military ammunition can or a metal garbage can lined with 
Styrofoam, the radios placed in their boxes, wrapped with aluminum foil and then placed in a zip-lock 
bag, then into the container. There are several sites on could visit for this info, just do a search for 
“Amateur Radio and EMP Protection” Its always wise to be prepared and follow the unofficial ARES® 
motto of “Semper Gumby, or Always Flexible”
